W ashington, June 25. — Im portant 
m easures ex tending federal regulation 
and control have b een enacted at the 
ftrst session of the Fifty-ninth 
con­ 
gress, now rapidly draw ing to a close. 
The railroad rate and the m eat In­ 
spection b ills will soon b ecome laws, 
and b efore adjournm ent of congress 
b oth houses will have passed 
pure 
food hills, which, though dissim ilar in 
tw ins, are b oth b ased on the same prin­ 
ciple of federal control. It is the pres­ 
ent Intention to try and adjust these 
differences b efore adjournm ent There 
has b een no marked division on party 
line* In eiTcting the ab ove results the 
differences b eing only as to ways and 
m eans rather than as to policy.
